WILL REFUND 
BOND ISSUE 


The Dillsburg Borough Authority 
and the Dillsburg Borough Council 
recently held a joint meeting to dis­ 
cus* the possibilities of refunding 
the present $200,000 bond issue. 
The serial bonds were issued Decem­ 
ber I, 1948, bearing an interest rate 
of three and three-fourths per cent. 
The original Trust Indenture pro­ 
vided that the bond issue could be 
refunded at any time after December 
I, 1954. and on the basis of the op­ 
eration and administration of the 
sewer system thus far. the invest­ 
ment bankers submitted a proposal 
for the refinancing. 
It was proposed by the bankers 
that, a new issue of term bonds be 
Issued as follows: $25,000 at two and 
1 one-eighth per cent due December I, 
1960; $25,000 at two and one-half per 
! cent due December 1,1964, and $150.- 
000 at three and one-fourth per cent 
due December 1,1981. The presently 
existing sewer rates will remain 
and the new bond issue will be 
paid off in 1981, seven years sooner 
I than the present issue. 
The authority accepted the pro­ 
posal of the bankers and the Bor­ 
ough Council expressed its approval 
to enter into a new contract and 
lease with the authority to super­ 
sede the old contract and lease.

SETS RECORD 


BALTIMORE IM—Gov. Theodore
